Will tbe <am of all 
villlanles > blob Is toagbt to be fas- 
tened npon tbe State continue tbe 
darkness of tbe past by keeping it in 
bondage to corruptions! ts and the 
corrupt element tbere Is in it, whose 
object a*, tbis time is tbe time at it 
bae been to keep tb • State where it 
can be contioled to serve the oees of 
tbe lawless and vile element tbere is 
in society. Tbe object of a corrapt- 
lonests is to control by lowering the 
standard of moral rectitude where be 
iv, by making a legalized system of 
moral depravity, and when unable to 
legalize, to sreore tbe means in other 
forms to degrade and brutalize com- 
munities. 


Will tbe more civilized and enligtii- 


etied In tbe legislature permit them- 
selves to be Died by a clist>, whose pur- 
poie i» to degrade and secure control 
of tl<e future through a system tbat 
can only tend to evil in every form 
pessible for it to make appearance? 


Tbe people of Nevada are deemed ig- 


norant and low in Instinct by those in 
better and morn pure communities, 
which la explained by tbe low and im- 
pure practices tbat are iu tbe State se 
cored through the love of money act- 
ing npon 
vi.'e men. It If, and hits 


been tbe care of those men to secure 
political position to their olas», to tbe 
exclusion of upright men whose indi 
vlduality they fear. 


Tbe low work in polotic* present* 


tbe pntlio side of the State to ihoee 
wbo have no knowledge of the home 
life of our people and the standard hy 
which our Intelligence and morals H 
measured is furnished by as through 
oar neglect to attend to the du'ie* 
tbat would protect oor good name 
abroad. Oor measure intellectually 
and morally is furnished to those 
abroad by tbe element wbo fnvor lot- 
teries prize-fights and other legalized 
iniquities and our bent people are 
meainred by these standards and are 
tbrown aside as unfit for decent people 
in other communities to associate 
witb in tbe light of a clear day. 


Two years «go tbe people bad a sur- 


feit of political rotteuneif, tbe ragged 
euda of which have appeared in the 
lottery scheme. Tbe leader* iu tuut 
vile tody succeeded iu securing, to 
further 
demoralize 
tbe State, an 


amendment to tbe constitution to 
legalize their demoralizing work aud 
bring upon tke Hi >te tbe darknets ol 
the dark ages, wbicb belongs to sud ID 
a part of tbe ejstein through wbiob 
tbeir work u •coomplUbed. 


Ibe law for the protection of the 


parity of elections was repealed to 
allow tbe use of money upeuly Iu tbe 
purchase of vole*, and to permit of its 
use. In ar.y manner required to brutal 
iza tbe people. Tbe element whose 
dark work rests like a pall upou tbe 
8!ate bad an unusual suoceis two 
years ago, aud they became drunken 
over it and made an effort to entail 
upon tbv people an iniquity tbat an 
rultgbteued »e>rltl has condemned.

will utt quietly let a violation of tucir 
expre-ce J will pais as it has beeu a cus- 
tom to do, without a vigorcua protest. 


Should tbe expressed declarations of
